BILL BRANNIGAN, Domestic and Intelligence Division, 
telephonically advised that Bureau officials are holdi ng th eir final 
meeting this afternoon on the ”30 Questions” 1» hio a f'tei'BOcm a,t 
approximately 3 P.M. , Bureau time, prior to submitting such answers 
to the Warren Commission. 

BRANNIGAN requested that Dallas be sure to be in the 
position to furnish the answers, to questions in the event the Burqau 
should call down subsequent to this meeting. Further, he desires 
that Agents who could possibly answer any questions be Immediately 
available in the event a telephone call is received by Dallas so that 
the answers can be given on the spot. Restated that it is possible 
that the questions could be received as late as 6 to 7 P.U., this 
evening. 

He requested that we pass along to New Orleans the same 
information so that New Orleans can have Agents who worked on the 
’ ”30 Questions” available also in the event a question should arise, i. 
BRANNIGAN specifically mentioned Agents QUIGLEY and KBACK. 
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
